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Opportunities and Needs in the Southwestern 
Agency 


REAT things were accomplished during 
| 1917 in the states of Texas, Louisiana, 
, Arkansas, and Oklahoma, which constitute the 
{field of the Southwestern Agency. The Rev. 
_J. J. Morgan, the Agency Secretary, with his 
‘eleven colporteurs, had a year of wonderful 
‘opportunity which challenged their very best 
efforts. The remarkable success of their labors 
is a story of in- 
tense interest— 
and who can com- 
pute the unmeas- 
ured influence of 
their activities? 
The Southwestern 
Agency is the only 
one of the Home 
Agencies that was 
able to report an 
advance in the cir- 
culation during 
1917. Inaddition 
to the 11 colpor- 
teurs there were 
15 correspondents 
and 2 sub-Agents, 
and together they 
put in circulation 
221,431 volumes— 
an increase over 
1916 of 68,376. 
This advance was 
possible because of two special features of 
the year; namely, the unique opportunities 
for Scripture distribution among American 


soldiers, and also among the Mexican ref- 


ugees, thousands of whom swarmed across 
the Rio Grande searching for something to 
eat. Mr. Morgan’s description of the ex- 
periences of the year is an inspiring story, and 
his earnest words appealing to God's people 
for additional funds to-meet the growing need 


for Scripture distribution (especially among 


the foreigners of our country), in these days of

opportunity, should stir the hearts of all to 
do their ‘‘bit,’’ and influence others as well to 
help meet the needs of which he writes.

Although funds | 
for colportage 
work were sadly 
lacking, we are 
happy to report a 
‘considerable gain 
in Bible distribu- 
tion during the 
years 1917 2oip 
the Southwestern 
Avencys) “There 
were unusual op- 
portunities for 
Bible work, and 
somehow we suc- 
ceeded beyond all 
expectations in fol- 
lowing up those 
opportunities. I 
refer especially to 
the mobilization 
of great numbers 
of American» sol- 
diers, both on the 
Mexican border and, later in the year, in other 
portions of our Agency. Army Scriptures sold 
and donated to soldiers in this Agency last 
year totaled 131,473 volumes. 

Second in importance was the great demand 
for Spanish Scriptures on the part of Mexican 
refugees, who swarmed across the Rio Grandein 
hunt of something to eat. They were hungry 
for bread, the spiritual as well as the physical, 
and something like 40,000 volumes of Spanish 
Scriptures were given them. For many rea- 
sons the year has indeed been remarkable; 
we are devoutly thankful to Almighty God for 
his wondrous love and providential guidance.

A Sad Note 
And yet, after all the good news of advance 
in Bible distribution (owing to the unusual 
opportunities for it), there is a sad note which 
runs through all our story. It cannot be 
discerned so much from what we say as from 
what we do not say. Outside of the two 
special features of work mentioned above 
(that for the soldiers and Mexicans), there is 
little else to tell, comparatively speaking. 
The funds were less than they had been for 
years. Colporteurs could not be employed 
for the French and Italians in Louisiana, for 
the Indians in Oklahoma, nor for the Bohemi- 
ans and Germans in Texas. Never was there 
such need for the Bible in the homes of the 
foreign-speaking people of America. President 
Wilson is telling us that the Bible is the text- 
book of Americanism, and yet there are whole 
colonies of foreign-speaking people without a 
single copy of this book. Must Bible distri- 
bution to the poor and ignorant and the for- 
eigner come to a stop for lack of money to pay 
the meager salaries of colporteurs? And 
especially at a time like this, when the whole 
world is looking to America for leadership? 


War Work 

_* The presence of 180,000 American soldiers 
on the Mexican border during the first half of 
the year 1917, and the yet greater number of 
men drafted for war against Germany en- 
camped in our Agency’s territory during the 
second half of the year, challenged us to put 
forth our very best efforts. It was the day of 
our greatest opportunity. 


Mexican Border Campaign 

The Bible Society had no funds available to 
undertake a Bible campaign among soldiers on 
the Mexican border, but the authorities of the 
Society very kindly gave us permission to raise 
funds within our Agency to cover operating 
expenses, and they also made the necessary 
grants of Scripture. 

Those who read our 1916 story will remember 
how we first started to visit the soldiers’ camps 
“fon foot.”’ Those were trying days. But be- 
fore the summer of 1916 had passed we had 
purchased a Ford roadster and equipped it 
with a special cabinet carried in the rear—just 
the thing for a Bible car. 
border from El Paso to Brownsville, and the 
Gulf Coast to Corpus Christi, going thence to 
San Antonio, the headquarters of the South- 
western Division. 

During 1916 we had distributed 17,000 khaki 
Testaments to soldiers, and when the year 

1917 came we were right in the midst of our 
campaign. We kept straight on until prac- 
tically every soldiers’ camp in Texas had been 
visited, and when the United States declared 
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war on Germany it was then seen how provi- 
dential was our Bible work on the Mexican 
border; for these were the troops which were 
sent first to France, and they were prepared. 
They not only had the military training, but 
they were equipped with ‘‘the sword of the 
Spirit,’ which is the Word of God. 


Bibles and the War with Germany 
What has the war with Germany got to do 
with Bibles? It has a whole lot to do with it— 
more than we can put into this story. It is 
interesting to note that no vital enterprise for 
the good of mankind can succeed without the 
Bible. The chief thing just now is to win the 


war; Christian armies are the winning armies 


—therefore the Bible.

When war was declared with Germany, it~ 
was fortunate that we were equipped with a - 
Bible car and a good stock of Army Testa- — 
ments to supply the men of the six canton-— 


ments located in our.territory. But the work 
was very different. Instead of long dusty 
trips on dangerous roads along the Rio Grande, 
we had good pike roads most of the way. And 
our work was different, too. 
American Bible Society realized that the size

of their job, to give every enlisted man a khaki | 
Testament, required a great co-operative plan — 


with the chaplains and the Y. M. C. A. It 
was decided that the Bible Society should con- 
centrate all its efforts toward the making of: 
the books, and that the Y. M. C. A. and chap- 
lains should in the main do the work of dis- 
tribution. 
Mexicans in Texas : 
It has been estimated that there are 600,000 
Mexicans in Texas. I feel quite sure that this 
was a conservative estimate for the year 1917, 
for that was the year when hordes of Mexicans” 
flocked across the Rio Grande to escape the 


outrages of the Mexican revolution, and es-— 


pecially the outrages of the bandit Villa. 


Hungry for Bread and Spiritual Food 
These poor oppressed Mexicans were hungry 


—literally hungry—for the physical bread, and — 


hungry also for the spiritual. To minister to 


these anxious, troubled neighbors was a won- 


derful privilege and blessing. 
Such conditions presented a challenge to the 


American Bible Society to put forth its best _ 


efforts to feed these hungry multitudes with — 
the Word of God, even though it became — 


necessary to sacrifice plans for Bible work in 
other directions. We employed three native 


Mexican colporteurs to make a thorough can- 


vass of practically all of west Texas, where 
Mexicans were colonized, especially the Gulf 
Coast and the border towns along the Ric 
Grande from Brownsville to El Paso. q 
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‘*The Mexican Special’’ 

For such a campaign it was necessary to have 
“Scriptures in great quantities—of the cheaper 
quality, and yet attractive. The four Gos- 
pels and the Proverbs were made up into sep- 
farate volumes in the Spanish language, with 
the Mexican colors imprinted on the outside 
cof the cover. These portions are called ‘‘The 
Mexican Special.” Thirty thousand copies 
were distributed during this campaign. The 
Mexicans are freer now from the Roman yoke; 
very few hesitated to accept the books when 
presented, and most of them gladly paid the 
small price asked. The colporteurs were Louis 
iV. Rodriguez, Francisco Ramos, and L. 
lTrevinio. 


Louisiana Largely Closed to the Bible 

Louisiana, with her sugar, rice and lumber, 
in the south, and cotton and general farming 
dndustry in the north; with her important 
gateway to the Gulf (New Orleans) and the 
commerce of the greatest of our rivers, the 
‘Mississippi, is an old southern state of great 
possibility. And yet much of Louisiana is 
Imost closed to the Bible. We refer espe- 
cially to southern Louisiana, which is the most 
thickly populated, and almost entirely domi- 
ted by Roman Catholicism, some of it of the 
thirteenth-century type. The French and 
Italians of southern Louisiana need to be 
escued from the yoke of Romanism, and the 
open Bible is the first need. The American 
Bible Society is doing some good pioneering 
in this field. 

Problems in Oklahoma 

‘Oklahoma, with her newly-made towns, 
cities, and farms, is really the most American 
of all the states. And yet such has been the 
greed for gain in this new country that here, 
too, is great need for Bible work. In many 
tural sections the Bible is almost a forgotten 
book (the old family Bible having been left 
behind in the old states), and there is much 
need for the church and pastor. One of our 
colporteurs writes about a man who had come 
to his knees with conviction of sin, and this 
colporteur says, ‘‘There is not a church within 


The Indians Want the Book ; 
| e are fortunate in securing the services 0 
be Rev. A. S. Williams, a full-blooded Choc- 
taw, to help us supply the Indians of Okla- 
homa with Bibles. He should be employed 
constantly on salary, but the funds are lack- 
ing, and he gives us such time as he can with 
very little remuneration. He says: 


‘@.¢ There is an increasing demand for Bibles 


be the Indians, and they want nice books. 


“They take pride in buying the leather-bound 
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books, with thumb index—‘just like white 
man.’ The great time for Bible distribution 
is at their great annual gathering. Each de- 
nomination that has a mission among the 
Indians must have one ‘big meeting’ for the 
Indians they serve, somewhere off in the woods. 
Of course it is strictly a camp meeting. 
It has been my pleasure to attend some of 
these meetings, and a more inspiring sight 
never came to my eyes than that of seeing 
fifteen hundred Indians assembling, and as- 
sembled, for said purpose. Young and old 
alike enter into the spirit of the occasion, and 
I confess I got some of it in my own bones. 
‘The groves were God’s first temples.’ Dur- 
ing the regular programme the Choctaw lan- 
guage was used; but as soon as the older peo- 
ple closed the regular service the young In- 
dians gathered for a great sing-song in English 
—and sing-song it was, lasting "way past mid- 
night hours.” 


Arkansas as a Bible Field 

There is no more interesting territory in our 
Agency for Bible work than Arkansas. The 
conditions of life are so varied. There is much 
of the state that may be truly called mission- 
ary, from a religious as well as educational 
standpoint. Arkansas has its sawmill district, 
situated mostly in the swampy, malarial sec- 
tion; then it has its mining district, where 
about 25,000 foreign-speaking people are work- 
ing. Here our nine-language correspondent, 
the Rev. F. K. Ringsmuth, has labored faith- 
fully and effectively. Then there is the moun- 
tainous district, where the people are chiefly 
of Anglo-Saxon blood. They are genuine 
Americans, with great promise—if they only 
had the light of God’s Word and that of educa- 
tion in general. Fourthly, there is Arkansas’ 
elect. They are as high a type of citizenship 
as live in our Agency. Arkansas is very proud 
of everything that is Arkansas. They have 
a great state pride, and the glory of it is that 
the better class of her citizenship are in the 
ascendency. ‘‘Bone-dry”’ prohibition by pop- 
ular vote, before war measures affected the 
question, testifies to that fact. 

The Rey. D. H. Colquette is our Bible-man 
in Arkansas. He gives first importance to 
actual Bible distribution; and in this he has 
been wonderfully successful in securing the 
voluntary, free gratis help of Christian workers 
and leaders of all evangelical denominations. 
We quote a few words from the story of his 
year’s work: 


Sowing the Seed by ‘*‘All Waters”’ 
“Tn the work of scattering God’s Book I pro- 
ceed upon the theory that no man who loves 
God is too good, or too high and dignified, to 
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distribute Bibles among the people; that. to 
have a part in this work is a high and holy 
privilege, an opportunity that pastors and all 
Christian workers should eagerly grasp. With 
this view of the work, I engage all classes of 
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Christian workers: Y. M. C. A. secretaries 
Sunday-school missionaries, pastors, evangel 
ists, etc.—a hundfed in all. In this way .- 
am endeavoring to reach the nooks and corner 
of Arkansas with the Bible.”

Oh, I am tired out to-day, 

The whole world leans against my door, 
Cities and Centuries. I pray— 

For praying makes me brave once more. 

These impressive words from the poet’s pen 
strike a responsive chord in the hearts of mil- 
lions during these days of war. Four years 
of struggle, sacrifice, and anxiety have resulted 
in a weariness of body, mind, and spirit that 
has driven people by the hundreds of thou- 
sands to the refuge of prayer. ‘‘God is our 
refuge and strength, a very present help in 
trouble.” 

Coupled with the tendency to increased 
prayer is a tendency to the study of the Bible 
as the Word of God. Never before in the his- 
tory of the world have the Scriptures been dis- 
tributed and read as in the past four years. 
Never before have the young men of Europe 
and America—taken from their homes of ease 
or from the slums of great cities, separated 
from their former vocations and guarded in 
camp or cantonment from many of the temp- 
tations of youth—had the time, or shown the 
inclination, to study the words of Christ as 
they have done since they joined the colors. 
A newspaper man, a parliamentary correspond- 
ent of the London Daily News—P. Whitwell 


Wilson—in the Introduction to his strikins 
book, ‘‘The Christ We Forget,’’ expresses the 
war-time experiences of Britishers in these re. 
markable words: 


Before the war, it seemed almost unnecessary ‘tc 
find time for the Bible. Many of us were making 
money, others were busily earning it. Our childrer 
were getting on nicely at school. But we 
drifted, in tens, hundred of thousands, from public 
worship. We ceased to pray. We quietly laid aside 
the Bible. Then—suddenly—we were brought face 
to face with facts which we had forgotten. One of 
those facts was Death, another was Pain, another 
was Hatred, another was National Duty, another was 
Suspense. We learnt that life is not a game, but a 
grim, heroic combat between good and evil. 

For this crisis we found that we were unprepared. 
Men and women fled for refuge, in some cases, to 


spiritualism, crystal gazing, and fortune telling. 
aare We are sure that faith will return. Yes— 
but faith in what? Faith in whom? We 


need a revival—a new birth of life—a resurrection. 

How is this to come about? Over and over again, 
nations have revived by reading the forgotten Bible. 
It was so even in the reign of old Josiah. And again 
it was so in Ezra’s time. Our blessed Saviour, him- 
self, when he was on earth, read the Bible and based 
his teaching and his conduct upon it. So did his 
apostles. So did the Reformers, the Puritans, and 
the Methodists, and so do missionaries the wide world 
over. Read and know the Bible, and all else 
will fall into its place. 


World-wide Demand 


The increased desire for the Scriptures is not 
local, but world-wide. The distribution among 
the armies and navies of all the warring na- 
tions has exceeded the most liberal of esti- 
mates. In the United States it has not been 
possible to meet the calls for God’s Word in 
scores of languages, because of lack of facilities 
and the difficulty in securing Scriptures from 
abroad. Orders for Army and Navy Scrip- 
tures had to wait for months before they could 
be filled. Similarly for Mexico and South 
America, books ‘to meet the needs could not 
be supplied. In Europe, Asia, and Africa the 
demand is unprecedented, and Bible societies 
have not been able to supply sufficient Scrip- 
tures for the multitudes hungering for spirit 
food. Missionaries from all parts of the worl 
report an awakening among all classes « 
society that is truly astonishing. The field 
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ure white, all ready for harvest. The deep 
undertones of longing for better things among 
he teeming millions in non-Christian lands is a 
khallenge to the Christian church which must 
not be rejected. 


History His Story 

The World Prepared.—In divers ways God 
vas prepared the world for the great for- 
ward movement upon which the church of 
Christ has already entered. Illiteracy is being 
capidly overcome. Extensive missionary edu- 
sation and ever-widening government educa- 
tion have stimulated thought and created a 
desire for knowledge that is remarkable, and 
the book most wanted, as a rule, is the Bible, 
hich has exerted such an uplifting influence 
on the spiritually-minded persons of Western 
ations. 

Further, God has caused ‘“‘the wrath of man 
to praise him.’”’ Though the results of wars 
te deplorable in the extreme, to every war 
cloud there isasilver lining. The unique state- 
ment of the late Dr. Arthur T. Pierson—"‘All 
history is mystery until it becomes His story,” 
expresses a truth that has been abundantly il- 
lustrated in recent wars. Until the thread of 
God’s purpose, running through the web 
woven by political events, is recognized, his- 
tory seems merely a confusion of unrelated 
occurrences. But glimpses of the thread of 
God’s providence are often seen in the results 
of wars. For example, the Russo-Japanese 
war profoundly stirred the great, dark con- 
tinents of Asia and Africa, and created in them 
san undefined, but none the less distinct, crav- 
ting for such power and prominence as Japan 
‘had attained in the family of nations, as well 
:as a desire to learn the secret of the power 
» which had made Great Britain and America— 
“the two master champions of Christian liberty 
i and enlightenment—what they are. In the 

present struggle, the Japanese Empire, loyal 

to the great nations who befriended her, has 
freed the largest continent—Asia—and the 
greatest ocean—the Pacific—from Prussian 
influence and dominance. 

The Turko-Italian war, followed by the Bal- 
kan war, furthered the disintegration of the 

‘Moslem world, curtailed the extent and power 
of the Turkish Empire by removing over seven 
“million Mohammedan subjects from under the 
Star and Crescent, and burst the bubble of the 
Moslem’s dream that the religion of Mo- 
“hammed was destined to be the religion of the 
world. 

The thread of God’s changeless purpose runs 
through all the changing vicissitudes of the 
nations. In all foreign lands the material, 
E 
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political, and diplomatic methods hitherto 
largely used to promote progress and power 
are discredited to-day, and both civilized and 
uncivilized peoples are searching for that 
power which is enduring and which will be 
effective in the pulling down of strongholds 
and the upbuilding of real character and civili- 
zation. The history of the past is His story— 
Christ’s story—of the way in which he has 
opened the world for a great offensive war- 
fare by the soldiers of the Cross. ‘Speak un- 
to the children of Israel that they go forward.” 

America Prepared.—The opportunity of 
America in these momentous days is unique 
and unprecedented. Her dealings in the past 
with the nations of the earth have prepared 
her for her responsibilities of the present. 
To meet the world’s craving for better things 
is the challenge and the opportunity of Chris- 
tian America. 

The Church Prepared.—To be able to meet 
the world’s needs for the Word of Life, God 
has prepared the church during the past 
century in a truly remarkable way. The 
“Sword” of the Spirit, which is the Word of 
God, and the gospel of Christ, which is the 
“dynamite” of God unto salvation, have been 
prepared in divers manners as the effective 
weapons in the warfare of the church against 
the “principalities and powers of darkness.” 
During the past one hundred years the Bible, 
in whole or in part, has been translated into 
over five hundred new languages. One hun- 
dred years ago the Scriptures existed in less 
than one hundred tongues; five hundred trans- 
lations of the Word in one hundred years is one 
of the outstanding features of missionary ac- 
complishment. It is estimated that mission- 
ary translators in the past century have re- 
duced more than one hundred and fifty un- 
written colloquials to the written form in order 
to provide the peoples of the world with the 
message of Christ. Here, again, is a remark- 


able exploit of missionary activity. Each 
Bible translation, or revision committee may 
be termed a munition factory, where the am- 
munition for the church of Christ has been 
prepared in diversified forms, and the gospel 
message now exists in over six hundred lan- 
guages, thus enabling seven-tenths of the 
world’s inhabitants to read of Christ in their 
own language. ; 

Granted the means and the men, the mes- 
sage of Christ could be scattered among all 
tribes and nations in this generation, by means 
of the printed Word. In no other way 1s 
this possible. For this and other reasons it is 
true that Bible societies are indispensable to 


all home and foreign missionary organizations. 
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Importance of Education in War Time

row Wilson, dated July 31, 1918, through the 
Secretary of the Interior, regarding the neces- 
sity of maintaining all educational institutions 
at their normal efficiency in war times is of so 
great importance that we gladly publish it, in 
response to the request of the Hon. P. P. 
Claxton, Commissioner of Education, Wash- 
ington, D. C.

My dear Mr. Secretary: I am pleased to 
know that despite the unusual burdens im- 
posed upon our people by the war they have 
maintained their schools and other agencies of 
education so nearly at their normal efficiency. 


War Work of the American 


T is always of interest to see 
pictures of Testaments that 
have saved the lives of soldiers. 
Thanks to the Division of Pic- 
tures of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Information of our govern- 
ment, we are able to reproduce 
a view of a combination Testa- 
ment and trench mirror which 
saved the life of the soldier who 
carried it with him. This Tes- | 
tament and mirror were given 
by the soldier to Mr. Bert Ford, © 
International News Service cor- 
respondent in France, during the 
heavy fighting near the Marne. 
The combination of a mirror 
and a Testament seems emi- 
nently appropriate, and sug- 
gests the thought that as one be- 
holds his natural self in a mirror 
so one beholds in the mirror 
of the Word the glory of God, which trans- 
forms into the image of Christ the lives of all 
those who approach it reverently, without a 
veil of sin upon their hearts; for, as Paul 
writes: te But we all, with unveiled face behold- 
ing as in a mirror the glory of the Lord, are 
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That this should be continued throughout the | 
war and that, in so far as the draft law will 
permit, there should be no falling off in at- 
tendance in elementary schools, high schools 
or colleges, is a matter of the very greatest im- 
portance, affecting both our strength in wal 
and our national welfare and efficiency when } 
the war is over. So long as the war continues | 
there will be constant need of very large num- | 
bers of men and women of the highest and | 
most thorough training for war service in many 
lines. After the war there will be urgent need 
not only for trained leadership in all lines of © 
industrial, commercial, social and civic life, 
but for a.very high average of intelligence and 
preparation on the part of all the people. I 
would therefore urge that the people continue 
to give generous support to their schools of all” 
grades and that the schools adjust themselves 
as wisely as possible to the new conditions, to 
the end that no boy or girl shall have less op- 
portunity for education because of the war 
and that the nation may be strengthened as it 
can only be through the right education of all 
its people.

Mitchell, of the U.S.S. ‘Ohio,’ demonstrate 
the far-reaching influence and benefit of the 
Society’s work: 


Some months ago you furnished me with a supply 


bf Biblical literature for the use of the ‘‘Covington”’ 
rrew. It had all been distributed before the ship was 
sunk. 

I am now on the U.S.S. ‘‘Ohio,’” which is kept well 
supplied with Testaments and portions donated by the 
American Bible Society. However, I am going to 
cake the liberty of asking you to send me a few New 
Testaments in French, or, if you have none, at least 
a few of some of the Gospels—also one of the 8x5 
aavy blue Bibles for use in Sunday services. 


* * * During the past week, at inspection, all the 
men had to put their possessions out on deck in plain 
view of the inspecting officers. As they passed along 
inspecting each man’s belongings one of them re- 
arked on the number of New Testaments which 
were seen. Practically all of these were supplied 
gratis by the American Bible Society, through the 
ivy chaplains. This speaks well for your splendid 
work.

Extract from Chaplain F. L. Janeway’s 
Metter, dated May 18, 1918: 


You may tell your constituents that hardly a day 
asses on which some man does not ask for a Testa- 
‘ment. After a service last Sunday morning, with a 
pcongregation of new recruits, thirty men lined up to 
-receive Testaments. One boy stopped me yesterday, 
nasking for one for the sake of his mother, saying, “I 


i HE friends of the American Bible Society 
are under great obligation to Professor Os- 

swald T. Allis, of Princeton Theological Semi- 
:nary, who has given himself with consecration 
:and enthusiasm during the summer to the war 
‘work of the Society. The preparation of Scrip- 
‘tures in English for the American soldiers and 
sailors has been frequently referred to in these 
-eolumns. We have not, however, made much 
of the fact that there has been an increasing 
call for Scriptures in many of the foreign lan- 
guages for American soldiers and sailors who 
are not acquainted with the English so as to 
-Tead it readily. A very general desire was ex- 
pressed by the Y. M. C. A. and others for New 
Testaments practically in the same size as the 
khaki English Testament, which has proven so 
popular, in French, Italian, Russian, Modern 
Greek, Spanish, Yiddish, Portuguese, Polish, 
Roumanian, etc. No such books were in ex- 
istence in this country and none procurable 
abroad. Innumerable questions arose as to 
_versions, styles of type to be used, form and 
appearance of the volumes, etc., etc. In addi-

Where ‘*‘ Khaki’? Came From 
The following history of “khaki,” and 
where the word came from, will be of interest 
in these days, when so many millions of vol- 
umes of God’s Word are being bound with 
khaki cloth: 


Khaki (pronounced kar-key, with the accent on 
the second syllable) is an East Indian word meaning 
dust color, or earth color. In the dry season in India, 
the fields and vegetation turn brown, and the roads 
are heavy with dust which, carried by the winds, 
soon covers the foliage of trees and shrubbery so that 
the whole landscape presents a somber aspect in one 
brown, dust-colored hue. 

In the earlier days of the British occupation of 
India, the British troops wore white cotton or duck 
uniforms in the hot weather of the dry season, but 
these stood out so plainly against the prevailing dust 
color of the roads and surrounding country as to make 
their wearers distinct targets for the bush-whacking 
snipers of the enemy tribesmen. Learning from bitter 
experience the necessity for making themselves less 
conspicuous, the soldiers dipped their~ uniforms in 
muddy pools and streams to give them the same 
color as the background against which they must 
appear. This showed good results in reducing the 
casualty lists, and dust-colored, or ‘‘khaki,’”’ uniforms 
gradually replaced the white uniforms with colored 
trimmings for summer service, and later for the same 
reasons a similar color was also adopted for the winter 
field or “fighting” uniforms of the British Army. 

All of the great nations have now adopted “khaki” 
or other dull-colored uniforms for their troops in the 
field—From ‘ Army and Navy Uniforms and In- 
signia’”’ (Stokes), by Col. Dion Williams.—Selected.

for certain European Bibles that were not pro- 
curable, or were only procurable under great 
difficulty from abroad, and plans have been 
going forward for photographic reproductions 
of the same. The labor involved has been 
what might be called the production of “war 
versions.” To this task Professor Allis has 
brought unusual gifts and adaptability. Week 
after week during the summer he has been 
over to the Bible House from Princeton and 
elsewhere, giving himself to the study of these 
problems and their adjustment. . 

It is a satisfaction to the officers of the So- 
ciety and the Board of Managers, and we 
know it will be to all the members of the So- 
ciety and its friends, to know that this quiet, 
inconspicuous phase of war work has been so 
enthusiastically taken up by one ready to give 
up a good part of his summer vacation to it. 

We have called Professor Allis in our inner 
circle at the Bible House a ‘“‘ War-versions 
Secretary,” and we are glad to have our 
friends know of his service. 
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We are very proud of our Bible Society 
family and naturally take deep interest in a 
letter received by Mrs. Kirkbride, the wife of 
the Rev. S. H. Kirkbride, D.D., our Agency 
Secretary in Chicago, concerning their son who 
is in the Marines.

My peAR Mrs. KirKBRIDE: I am pleased to in- 
form you that I am in receipt of a copy of a com- 
munication from the Commanding Officer, Sixth 
Regiment ‘of Marines, to the Division Commander, 
Second Division, American Expeditionary Forces, 
dated July 28, 1918, which states, among other 
things, the fact that your son, First Lieutenant 
Roger B. Kirkbride, Marine Corps, was mentioned 
in Division Orders for distinguished service in ac- 
tion, which is set forth as follows: 

“First Lieutenant Roger B. Kirkbride in the 
action near Vierzy, on July 19, 1918, for repeatedly 
moving along and forward of his first lines, deliber- 
ately drawing enemy fire in order that runners might 
take advantage of the diversion to maintain liaison, 
and for giving aid to wounded during a heavy 
barrage.” 

News of such a nature is always pleasant to im- 
part, and I know you will be proud to learn that 
your son so performed his duty as to call forth such 
high commendation on the part of his commanding 
officers.

It is interesting to note how far afield the 
excellent message of President Wilson to the 
men of our naval and military forces, which ap- 
pears on the inside of the first cover page of this 
issue, has traveled—even to far-distant India. 
On the last cover page of the Annual Report 
for 1917 (just received) of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society’s Madras Auxiliary, South 
India, President Wilson’s letter is printed in 
full and will doubtless be read with interest 
and profit by many thousands in British India 
and elsewhere in many parts of the world. 


* For the delectation of our readers we pub- 
lish the following clever and facetious quota- 
tion from the Kansas City Star, entitled ‘A 
New Field for the Bible Society,” which ap- 
peared in the New York Saturday Evening Post 
of August 21, 1918: 

“Having been deprived of most of its ex- 
changes, the Anthony Bulletin is turning to the 
Bible and other standard authorities for its 
exchange items. The Bulletin notes from the 
Rome Palladium that Paul of Tarsus has ar- 
rived in the metropolis after extensive travels 
in many lands. The Sodom Journal also notes 
the departure of Mr. and Mrs. Lot from that 
city, the removal being made on account of 
Mrs. Lot’s health. The Athens Reporter of last 
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week contains a brief account of the death of 
Socrates, who died suddenly, but satisfied. 
The Madrid Chronicle of current issue also tells 
of a Mr. C. Columbus who brought in a new 
country he calls America, but the Bulletin says 
the report is not confirmed. The Edinburgh 
Review sends to the Anthony editor a marked ~ 
copy containing a poem by a young farmer 
named Robert Burns, with a request that it be 
given space in the Bulletin. However, it 1s 
against the Bulletin’s policy to print home- 
made poetry.” 

Tue far-reaching extent and influence of the 
American Bible Society’s work is illustrated by 
a letter recently received from the Rev. Alex. 
R. Saunders, of the China Inland Mission, 
quoted (in part) hereunder: 

“T am a missionary from China in connec- 
tion with the China Inland Mission, and with 
Mrs. Saunders have been in China for the 
past thirty years. As an after-effect of what 
we experienced in the Boxer Rising I have had 
very serious trouble with my eyes, resulting in 
such partial blindness that I cannot read at 
all; but I do my own typing by the touch 
system. -I am writing to you now because I 
wish to take with me to China a complete set 
of the New Testament and possibly the Psalms, 
in the Moon system, having already learned 
that system. 

‘Some time ago we received from you a cir- — 
cular appealing for New Testaments for the © 
soldiers, and Mrs. Saunders and I felt we 
would like to do something for that. Our 
only son, who was studying to be a medical_ 
missionary in China, went to the front from 
Scotland, and on Sept. 25, 1915, was reported 
missing. We have never heard of him since, 
but as he was the Lord’s he is safe with God 
somewhere. We would like to send a few 
Testaments to the boys at the front.” 

The Society was pleased through aid from 
the Society for the Publication of Evangelical 
Religious Literature of Philadelphia, Pa., to 
make a free grant to Mr. Saunders of a num- ~ 
ber of volumes of the Scriptures in the Moon . 
system and these will soon be on their way to 
Inland China to help in the spreading of the 
Word of God. Mr. Saunders sent a contribu-~ 
tion of $2 to the Army and Navy Testament 
Fund and we greatly appreciate this assistance. —

In a letter recently received from Switzer-_ 
land we-find this statement: ‘‘We have great ~ 
trouble in getting Bibles, New Testaments, — 
and Bible portions on account of the scarcity 
of paper, and we pay to-day double as much 
as before the war. For this reason we are very _ 
sorry that you had to reduce all your appro- 


priations (owing to the lack of sufficient in- 
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scome), for as a matter of fact the hunger for 
the Book of Life has never been so general 
and so great as to-day.”

In the Christian Advocate of August 15, 1918, 
ithere is an interesting article by the Rev. Silas 
\E. Persons on the topic, ‘“ Evangelizing a 
‘County.” After describing various plans for 
‘securing definite knowledge of the religious 
‘condition of Madison County, N. Y., Mr. Per- 
:sons says: “‘We asked the American Bible So- 
‘ciety to put a colporteur into the county dur- 
- ing the summer months, we agreeing to furnish 
‘him a horse.” And again, ‘“‘The Agent of the 
Bible Society in three and a half months trav- 
-eled 825 miles, visited 1,866 families, sold 2,681 
volumes, gave away 654, made 25 public ad- 
dresses, and found 35 Protestant families with- 
out a Bible.” 
This colporteur carried on his work under 
the supervision of the Eastern Agency Secretary 
in the year 1914, and secured by his work impor- 
tant information that assisted in the special ef- 
forts for the evangelization of Madison County. 
The request of the leaders in this movement 
to the American Bible Society was a recogni- 
tion of the wisdom of using Bible Society col- 
_porteurs in a survey of religious work, for they 
are the natural and most effective advance 
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couriers of all forms of evangelistic work among 
non-churchgoing people. 


Tue following from the Church Advocate, on 
“The Bible’s Influence,’ may be characterized 
as the Bible versus mathematics or science. 
The Bible is a living book—and life is power; 
hence the dynamic influence of God’s book: 

“Did you ever hear a man say: ‘I was an 
outcast, a wretched inebriate, a disgrace to my 
race, and a nuisance to the world, until I be- 
gan to study mathematics, and learned the 
multiplication table, but since that time I have 
been happy as the day is long. I feel like sing- 
ing all the time; my soul is full of triumph and 
peace’? Did you ever hear a man ascribe his 
salvation from intemperance and sin and vice 
to the multiplication table or the science of 
mathematics or geology? But thousands will 
tell you: ‘I was wretched; I was lost; I broke 
my poor mother’s heart; I was ruined, reck- 
less, helpless, homeless, hopeless, until I heard 
the words of the Bible!’ And they will tell 
you the very words which fastened on their 
souls. And that since that word entered into 
their hearts hope has dawned upon their 
vision; joy has inspired their hearts, their 
mouths have been filled with grateful songs.

To the skeptic we 
say, ‘If you have any other book that will do 
such work as this, bring it along.

Tue selection “By Every Word,” quoted 
below, from The Signs of the Times, August 20, 
1918, emphasizes the importance and the pro- 
tecting influence of a careful study of every 
part of the Bible from Genesis to Revela- 
tion:

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Operations Involved in Publishing a Bible 


T is interesting and impressive to know what 
a large number of distinct operations are 
involved in the simple process of printing a sin- 
gle Bible, Testament, or portion. The printing 
and binding superintendents of our Bible House 
in New York have given, in reply to questions 
that have come to us, the following list of the 
separate steps involved in composing, electro- 
typing, printing and binding a Bible. It should 
be noticed that this list does not include the 
bookkeeping involved in keeping account of all 
the material used, or the labor employed, nor 
the recording of stock of sheets, binding mate- 
rials, and completed books. These operations 
would involve another considerable list. 

The operations given depict the individual 
steps from the receipt of the final manuscript 
of translators or revisers until the printed book 
reaches the stockroom ready for sale or dis- 
tribution.

HE fifth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society. 

in its one hundred and third year was held 
at the Bible House, Astor Place, New York, 
Thursday, September 5, 1918, at 3.30 p. m., — 
President James Wood in the chair. ‘ 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Gerard A. Bailly, formerly Agent of 
the Society in Venezuela, who read a portion 
of the first chapter of I Peter, after which 
he offered prayer. 
Minutes of the various Standing Com-— 
mittees were presented and approved. . 


October, 1918 


It was announced that the Rev. W. F. 
Jordan had accepted the appointment as 
Agent of the Society in the Panama Canal 
and Central America Agency, relinquishing his 
position as Agent in Mexico. 

On the recommendation of the Committee 
on Foreign Agencies, Dr. Hykes was given 
authority to proceed with bringing out a 
No. 6 type Mandarin Bible in conjunction 
with the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
provided a special gift for this purpose can 
be secured. 

On motion duly seconded, the following 
amended By-Laws, proposed at the meeting 
of the Board of Managers on July 11, 1918, 
were unanimously adopted:
